LIMITS CHICAGO SUPPLY. 


Mule Drivers in Clinton, Ind., Dis- 
trict Hear of Higher Wages Paid 
and Quit Their Jobs. 


One of Chicago’s chief sources of coal 
supply, the Clinton, Ind., district, has 
been tied up by a strike for several days. 
At least nine mines, including those of
